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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

Prosecution is reopen in view of the new rejection below. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

Information disclosure statement filed 6/30/05 has been considered. However, the other 
art section with office action summary is not considered since it is not a prior art. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 42-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hermann et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,737,536). 

As to claim 42, Herrmann et al. disclose a method for configuring stored 
information in at least one cache server comprising storing the more frequently 
requested of the first and second information in a first location and the less frequently 
requested of the first and second information in a second in a second location and 
wherein the first location is more accessible than the second location (See col. 5, lines 
35-60; col. 8, lines 21-38; col. 14, lines 15-24) but does not specifically disclose 
comparing first and second hot reference counter; however it would have been obvious 
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to compare the counters in order to come up with the frequently accessed information in 
order to speed up access to data. 

As to claim 43, Herrmann et al. disclose the first location is located by the server 
in a search before the second location (See col. 11, lines 61-67-col. 12, lines 1-7). 

As to claim 44, Herrmann et al. disclose various locations in memories as shown 
in Fig. 1A for storing information as shown in Fig. 1B wherein it would be obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to retrieve third information 
associated with the first information, the third information being less frequently 
requested than the second information; and storing the third information at a third 
location in close proximity to the first location (See col. 8, lines 46-56), the third location 
being more accessible than the second location in order to speed up access to data. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-14, 16-27, 29-41 , 45-56 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-14, 16-27, 29-56 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
